Ft. Petersburg, Jan. 25.—“The ras- 
sals got another hath in blood.” 
Thus spoke a high military officer, 
describing a terrible scene be witness­ 
ed Tuesday morning. 
Other officers 
sneeringly railed the 
slaughter “the 
battle ©f Kolpino.” 
Between 2h,00fi and 25.000 strikers 
set out from the town of Kolpino. sev­ 
enteen 
miles from 
here, to 
march 
aliout 
ten miles 
to Tsa-'skoe 
Selo, 
where they thought the czar was at his 
country palace. 
The strikers carried 
a copy 
of their petition, 
which they 
were still determined to present to his 
majesty 
himself. 
Five miles 
from 
Kolpino they 
met a body of 
troops 
drawn up to receive them, just as last 
Sunday Grand Duke 
Vladimir most 
advantageously disposed his forces in 
this city to shoot down the petition­ 
ers. 
The result was 
the same; for 
when the men from Kolpino attempt­ 
ed to advance they were massacred. 
Since Sunday a considerable num­ 
ber of these Kolpino 
w’orkmen had 
got possession 
of government rifles, 
and undoubtedly they were prepared 
to 
advance, not like 
sheep 
to 
the 
slaughter, but with deliberate inten­ 
tion, so far as li was possible to carr 
it out, to force 
their way 
into the 
czar’s presence. 
In a word, they were 
more rebels than strikers or petition­ 
ers. 


Workmen Ordered to Retire. 


Early in the morning the workmen 
proceeded 
along 
the 
high road 
to 
Tsarkoe Selo. 
After they had advanc- 
ed five miles they found a regiment of 
infantry, supported by a half battery 
of 
artillery, 
awaiting their 
arrival 
They were ordered to retire, but mak 
ing some show of force, they < ontili 
nod to advance until 
they had com0 
within point blank range of the troops 
Then a succession of volleys stopped 
them 
and threw 
them in 
disorcU r 
They fled 
precipitately, leaving 
the 
ground strewn with their dead I.at< r 
they tried 
to form up an« w, 
but in 
fantrv, quickly following their ad vant­ 
age, pursued them, pouring in succès 
sivo volleys which drove 
them in a 
panic into Kolpino. 
Nor was this < nough warning, pun 
ishment and vengeance to satisfy the 
Russian commander. 
Tie ordered his 
soldiers to surround the trembling, ill 
armed workmen 
and poured 
volley 
after volley into 
them. 
I low many 
were killed and wounded will never 
be known, 
ft must be hundreds, prob­ 
ably thousands. 
When the slaughter 
ended the commander of the troops re­ 
ported to his superiors her«-: 
"Quiet 
has been restored at Kolpino.” 
Father Gopon has disappeared. The 
febel strikers have no leader. 
On the 
Other hand, Grand Duke Vladimir is 
pouring mote troops into the city. 


ANTICIPATE TROUBLE 


been resumed upon 
a limited scale. 
The employes in a few small factories 
went to work Tuesday and the crowds 
of strikers in the street« were dimin­ 
ished. 
The troops in evidence were 
not so numerous as on Monday and a 
more confident feeling exists in official 
circles 
that the energetic 
measures 
which have been inaugurated will eu* 
sure the safety and quiet of the city. 
Beneath the surface, however, the 
ferment continues and the public nerv­ 
ousness and apprehension as to future 
developments is still unallayed. 
Secret meetings of different classes 
in opposition to the existing order of 
things were held in various places dur­ 
ing i he afternoon and evening, hut the 
dive rgent elements which were sudden­ 
ly brought 
together 
by the 
tragic 
events of last Sunday are advancing 
on diverging plans and 
no common 
ground of action yet has been found. 
In the meantime the police are active­ 
ly searching out the leaders. 


Many Arrests Made. 
Three well known Russian authors 
and a prominent editor were arrested 
Tuesday night 
ami the prisons 
are 
filled with agitators, rowdies and stu 
dent orators. 
Such methods may re 
suit In terrorism Wednesday, but the 
consensus of opinion is that the imroe 
diate future action of the agitators de­ 
pends upon what occurs in Moscow 
and olher large cities, where the work­ 
men are 
beginning to 
strike. 
Over 
100,000 men are now 
out In the old 
capital 
of the empire. 
A 
telephone 
message from 
Moscow at 
midnight 
said there had been no disorder there 
as yet. 
There will be a big demonstration 
in Moscow Wednesday and it is feared 
it will be accompanied by bloodshed. 
The situation confronting the military 
authorities at Moscow is much more 
serious than at St. Petersburg. 
Out 
of over 1,000,000 
inhabitants of Mos­ 
cow, over two-thirds are workmen, in­ 
cluding 
an 
exceedingly 
rough 
and 
turbulent element. 
The troops there 
are fewer and the city does not lend 
itself, like St. Petersburg, to natural 
barracks to prevent the congestion of 
men. 
The center of the town has no plazas 
and no canals, and 
hills and narrow 
streets make it difficult for troops to 
operate. 
Ouly the gates piercing the 
walls of the old Chinese town, which 
surrounds the Kremlin, would afford 
the military natural places to bar dem­ 
onstrators. 
At Kovno and Yllna, where strikes 
also have been begun, the workmen 
are following the St. Petersburg plan 
of inarching about the city and induc­ 
ing or forcing other workmen to leave 
their employment. 


Great Crop of Sensational Rumors. 
The window’s and doors of practical­ 
ly every shop and residence in St. Pe 
tersburg are boarded up, and at mid 
night the streets, as on Monday night, 
were completely deserted except for 
troops 
During the dnv there was a 
great crop of sensational rumors, in 
eluding stories of strikers marching 
on Kolpini to seize the small arms fac­ 
tory there and of the assassination of 
General Fullon, prefect of St. Peters 
burg, all of which, on Investigation, 
h a v e turned out to be false. 
The in­ 
habitants have again been warned to 
remain indoors. 
It is not knowm definitely whether 
Father Gopon, the leader of the work 
men, is in Moscow or in St. Petersburg 
A proclamation said to emanate 4rom 
him has been distributed indicating 
that In has gone over body and soul 
to the Social Democrats, 
The 
proclamation 
declares 
that 
since the emperor and the- emperor 
ministers have refused to listen to tho 
people’s grievances 
and fired 
upon 
them, the government has outlawed it 
self so that every man’s hand should 
be against it and calls upon the peo­ 
ple to Hu\ the outlawry and destroy 
the government root and branch. 
It 
urges the men to use bombs, dynamite 
and anything 
else, and 
invites sol- 
dim s to break their oath of fealty. 
The destruction of government prop­ 
erty is recommended, but the procla­ 
mation 
requests 
the 
followers 
of 
Father Gopon to spare private» prop­ 
erty and ransack only shops contain­ 
ing victuals and arms and urges all to 
continue the fight until they succeed 
!n obtaining a national assembly.

Ret ween 20,000 and 25.000 strik ers 
set oui from th e town of Kolpino. sev­ 
enteen 
m iles from 
here, to 
m a rd i 
about 
ten m iles 
to T s a rskoe 
Selo, 
w here they th o ug ht the czar w as at his 
country palace. 
The s trik e rs carried 
a copy 
of th e ir petition, 
w'hich they 
were still determ ined to p re se n t to his 
m ajesty 
him self. 
Five m iles 
from 
Kolpino they 
m et a body of 
troops 
draw n up to receive them, ju st as last 
Sunday G rand Duke 
V ladim ir most 
advantageously disposed his forces in 
this city to shoot down th e petition­ 
ers. 
T he result was 
th e sa m e ; for 
w hen the m en from Kolpino atte m p t­ 
ed to advance they were m assacred. 
Since S unday a considerable num ­ 
ber of these Kolpino 
w orkm en had 
got possession 
of governm ent rifles, 
and undoubtedly they w ere prepared 
to 
advance, not like 
sheep 
to 
the 
slaughter, but with deliberate inten­ 
tion. so far a s it was possible to carry 
it out, to fo rce 
their way 
into the 
cz a r’s presence. 
In a word, they were 
m ore rebels th an strikers or petition­ 
ers. 


W o rk m e n Ordered to Retire. 


E arly in th e m orning the w orkm en 
proceeded 
along 
the 
high road 
to 
T sarkoe Selo. 
After they had advanc­ 
ed five m iles they found a regim ent of 
Infantry, supported by a half battery 
of 
artillery, 
aw aiting th e ir 
arrival. 
T hey w ere ordered to retire, but m ak­ 
ing some show of force, they contin­ 
ued to ad van ce until 
they had come 
w ithin point blank range of th e troops. 
Then a succession of volleys stopped 
them 
and th rew 
them in 
disorder 
They fled 
precipitately, leaving 
the 
ground strew n with th eir dead I.afer 
they tried 
to form up anew , 
but in- 
fa n trv , quickly following th e ir ad v an t­ 
age, pursued them , pouring iii succes­ 
sive volleys which drove 
th em in a 
panic into Kolpino. 
Nor w as th is enough w arning, pun­ 
ishm ent an d vengeance to satisfy the 
R ussian com m ander. 
H e ord ered his 
soldiers to surround the trem bling, in­ 
firmed w ork m en 
and poured 
volley 
a lte r volley into 
them . 
H ow m any 
wore killed and wounded will never 
be known. 
It m ust be hundreds, prob­ 
ably thousands. 
W hen th e slaughter 
ended the com m ander of th e troops re­ 
ported to his superiors here: 
“ Quiet 
has been resto red at Kolpino.” 
F a th e r Gopon has disappeared. The 
relied strik e rs have no leader. 
On the 
other hand, G rand Duke V ladim ir is 
pouring m o te troops into th e city.

Such m ethods may re­ 
sult in terrorism W ednesday, but the 
consensus of opinion is th a t th e imme­ 
diate fu tu re action of th e agitators de­ 
pends upon what, occurs in Moscow 
and o th e r large cities, w h ere the work­

beginning to 
strike. 
Over 
100,000 m en are now 
out in the old 
capital 
of the empire. 
A 
telephone 
m essage from 
Moscow a t 
midnight 
said th e re had been no disorder there 
as yet. 
T h e re will be a big dem onstration 
in Moscow W ednesday and it is feared 
it will be accom panied by bloodshed. 
T he situ atio n confronting th e military 
au th o rities at Moscow is m uch more 
serious th a n at St. P etersb u rg . 
Out 
of over 1,000,000 
in h a b ita n ts of Mos­ 
cow, ov er two-thirds a re workmen, in­ 
cluding 
an 
exceedingly 
rough 
and 
tu rb ulen t elem ent. 
T h e troops there 
are few er and the city does not lend 
itself, like St. P etersb urg , to natural 
ba rra c k s to prevent the congestion of 
men. 
T he c e n te r of the tow n h as no plazas 
and no canals, and 
hills and narrow 
stre e ts m ak e it difficult for troops to 
operate. 
Only the gates piercing th e 
w alls of the old C hinese town, which 
surro u n d s the Krem lin, would afford 
the m ilitary natural places to bar dem ­ 
o nstrato rs. 
At Kovno and M ina, w here strikes 
also have been begun, th e workmen 
are following the St. P e te rsb u rg plan 
of m a rc h in g about th e city and induc­ 
ing or forcing other w orkm en to leave 
their em ploym ent. 


Great Crop of Sensational Rumors. 


T he w indow s and doors of practical­ 
ly every shop and residence in St. Pe­ 
te rsb u rg are boarded up, and at mid­ 
night the streets, as on Monday night, 
w ere com pletely deserted except for 
troops. 
D uring the day th e re was a 
groat crop of sensational rum ors, in 
eluding stories of s trik e rs m arching 
on Kolpini to seize the sm all arm s fac­ 
tory th e re and of the assassination of 
G eneral Fill Ion, prefect of St. Peters 
burg, all of which, on investigation, 
have tu rn e d out to be false. 
The in­ 
h ab ita n ts have again been warned to 
rem ain indoors. 
It is not known definitely w hether 
F a th e r Gopon, the leader of the work 
men, is in Moscow or in St. P etersburg 
A proclam ation said to em an ate -from 
him h as been distrib uted indicating 
th a t he h a s gone over body and soul 
to th e Social Democrats.

that 
since th e em peror and th e em peror’s 
m inisters have refused to listen to the 
people’s grievances 
and fired

them , th e governm ent h a s outlawed it­ 
self so that every m a n ’s hand should 
be a g a in st it and calls upon the peo­ 
ple to stay the outlaw ry and destroy 
the g o vernm en t root and branch.

urges the m en to use bom bs, dynam ite

else, a n d 
invites sol­ 
diers to break their o ath of fealty. 
T h e destruction of governm ent prop­ 
e rty is recom m ended, but th e procla­

St. Petersburg, Jan. 25.—“The ras- 
sals got another bath In blood.” 
Thun spoke a high military officer, 
describing a terrible scene he witness­ 
ed Tuesday morning. 
Other officers 
sneeringly called the 
slaughter “the 
battle of Kolpino.” 
Bel ween 20,000 and 25,000 strikers 
set out from the town of Kolpino. sev­ 
enteen 
miles from 
here, to 
march 
about 
ten miles 
to Tsa^skoe 
Selo, 
where they thought the czar w-as at his 
country palace. 
The strikers carried 
a copy 
of their petition, 
wrhich they 
were still determined to present to his 
majesty 
himself. 
Five miles 
from 
Kolpino they 
met a body of 
troops 
drawn up to receive them, just as last 
Sunday Grand Duke 
Vladimir most 
advantageously disposed his forces in 
this city to shoot down the petition­ 
ers. 
The result was 
the sam e; for 
when the men from Kolpino attem pt­ 
ed to advance they were massacred. 
Since Sunday a considerable num­ 
ber of these Kolpino 
workmen had 
got possession 
of government rifles, 
and undoubtedly they were prepared 
to 
advance, not like 
sheep 
to 
the 
slaughter, but with deliberate inten­ 
tion, so far as it was possible to carry 
it out, to force 
their way 
into the 
czar’s presence. 
In a word, they were 
more rebels than strikers or petition­ 
ers. 


Workmen Ordered to Retire. 
Early in the morning the workmen 
proceeded 
along 
the 
high road 
to 
Tsarkoe Selo. 
After they had advanc­ 
ed five miles they found a regiment of 
infantry, supported by a half battery 
of 
artillery, 
awaiting their 
arrival. 
They were ordered to retire, but mak­ 
ing some show of force, they contin­ 
ued to advance until 
they had come 
within point blank range of the troops. 
Then a succession of volley.- stopped 
them 
and threw 
them in 
disorder 
They fled 
precipitately, leaving 
the 
ground strewn with their dead I.atcr 
they tried 
to form up anew, 
but in- 
fantrv, quickly following their advant­ 
age, pursued them, pouring in succes­ 
sive volleys which drove 
them in a 
panic into Kolpino. 
Nor was this enough warning, pun­ 
ishment and vengeance to satisfy the 
Russian commander. 
Tie ordered his 
soldiers to surround the trembling, ill­ 
armed workmen 
and poured 
volley 
after volley into 
them. 
How many 
were killed and wounded will never 
be known, 
tt must be hundreds, prob­ 
ably thousands. 
When the slaughter 
ended the commander of the troops re­ 
ported to his superiors here: 
“Quiet 
has been restored at Kolpino.” 
Father Gopon has disappeared. The 
rebel strikers have no leader. 
On the 
other hand, Grand Duke Vladimir is 
pouring m ote troops into the city.

The employes in a few small factories 
went to work Tuesday and the crowds 
of strikers in the streets were dimin­ 
ished. 
The troops in evidence were 
not so numerous as on Monday and a 
more confident feeling exists in official 
circles 
that the energetic 
measures 
which have been inaugurated will en­ 
sure the safety and quiet of the city. 
Beneath the surface, however, the 
ferment continues and the public nerv­ 
ousness and apprehension as to future 
developments is still unallayed. 
Secret meetings of different classes 
in opposition to the existing order of 
things were held in various places dur­ 
ing the afternoon and evening, but the 
divergent elements which were sudden­ 
ly brought 
together 
by the 
tragic 
events of last Sunday are advancing 
on diverging plans and 
no common 
ground of action yet has been found. 
In the m eantime the police are active­ 
ly searching out the leaders. 


Many Arrests Made. 
Three well known Russian authors 
and a prominent editor were arrested 
Tuesday night 
and the prisons 
are 
filled with agitators, rowulies and stu­ 
dent orators. 
Such methods may re­ 
sult in terrorism Wednesday, but the 
consensus of opinion is th a t the imme­ 
diate future action of the agitators de­ 
pends upon what occurs in Moscow 
and other large cities, where the work­ 
men are 
beginning to 
strike. 
Over 
100,000 men are now 
out in the old 
capital 
of the empire. 
A 
telephone 
message from 
Moscow at 
midnight 
said there had been no disorder there 
as yet. 
There will lie a big demonstration 
in Moscow Wednesday and it is feared 
it will be accompanied by bloodshed. 
The situation confronting the military 
authorities at Moscow is much more 
serious than at St. Petersburg. 
Out 
of over 1,000,000 
inhabitants of Mos­ 
cow, over two-thirds are workmen, in­ 
cluding 
an 
exceedingly 
rough 
and 
turbulent element. 
The troops there 
are fewer and the city does not lend 
itself, like St. Petersburg, to natural 
barracks to prevent the congestion of 
men. 
The center of the town has no plazas 
and no canals, and 
hills and narrow 
streets m ake It difficult for troops to 
operate. 
Only the gates piercing the 
walls of the old Chinese town, which 
surrounds the Kremlin, would afford 
the m ilitary natural places to bar dem­ 
onstrators. 
At Kovno and Yllna, where strikes 
also have been begun, the workmen 
are following the St. Petersburg plan 
of m arching about the city and induc­ 
ing or forcing other workmen to leave 
their employment. 


Great Crop of Sensational Rumors. 


The windows and doors of practical­ 
ly every shop and residence in St. Pe­ 
tersburg are boarded up, and at mid­ 
night the streets, as on Monday night, 
were completely deserted except for 
troops. 
During the day there was a 
great crop of sensational rumors, in­ 
cluding stories of strikers marching 
on Kolpini to seize the small arms fac 
tory there and of tlie assassination of 
General Fullon, prefect of St. Peters 
burg, all of which, on investigation, 
have turned out to be false. 
The in 
habitants have again been warned to 
remain indoors. 
It is not known definitely whether 
Father Gopon, the leader of the work­ 
men, is in Moscow or in SI. Petersburg 
A proclamation said to em anate -from 
him has been distributed indicating 
that he has gone over body and soul 
to the Social Democrats. 
The 
proclamation 
declares 
that 
since the emperor and the emperor’s 
ministers have refused to listen to the 
people’s grievances 
and fired 
upon 
them, the government has outlawed it­ 
self so that every m an's hand should 
be against it and calls upon the peo­ 
ple to stay the outlawry and destroy 
the government root and branch. 
It 
urges the men to use bombs, dynamite 
and anything 
else, and 
inviies sol­ 
diers to break their oath of fealty. 
The destruction of government prop­ 
erty is recommended, but the procla­ 
mation 
requests 
the 
followers 
of 
Father Gopon to spare private prop­ 
erty and ransack only shops contain­ 
ing victuals and arm s and urges all to 
continue the fight until they succeed 
In obtaining a national assembly.

The Pennsylvania Railroad has un­ 
dertaken the task of cultivating tim­ 
ber to furnish its erossties and will 
plant 80i»,090 trees this year, -ays the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. The task 
of setting out 2s*»,530 seedling tree» 
was finished recently. 
The manage­ 
ment of the company was prompted to 
raise tree» by a real!/.ation of the ap­ 
proaching scarcity of timber. It is th«* 
first railroad In the United States to 
provide for future ties. 
Acting under recommendations of a 
special committee of officers of the 
transportation department, a corps of , 
men is preparing to plant 200,000 trees 
in the spring and 000,000 next fall, j 
This will require 
acres of la n d ,! 
which has already been selected along 
the principal divisions of the system. 
It is estimated th at it will require j 
thirty years for the trees to attain 
their full growth and that to supply 
the road’s demand it will be necessary ; 
to plant 39,000,000 trees. 
The magnitude of this undertaking 
w as revealt*d In an address by J. I*. 
Richards, chief etigln«*er of mainte­ 
nance of way of the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road, before the American Forestry 
Association of the United States and 
tlie forestry congress, recently In ses* 
siort at Washington. Mr. Richards said 
that Ills company liad undertaken the 
task after mature deliberation. 
The 
management does not contemplate sup­ 
plying all of Its needs, but hopes to en­ 
courage others to engage In the lmsi- ; 
ness. 
Mr. Richards said that the number 
of crossties In use on all railroads In 
the United States 1» estimated to be I 
about crjo.tKmi.thfii. 
The number used j 
annually for extensions and repairs is 
estimated t<> l*e from 90,(»*»,000 to 110,- j 
000,000, requiring annually the entire j 
product of 200,000 acres or woodland. !, 
Each year the supply of timber is far­ 
ther from the base of transportation, j 
many of the former sources of supply j 
having been exhausted. 
The Pennsyl- j 
vnnla railroad Is now compelled to get j 
its supply from Inland Virginia, West j 
Virginia, Kentucky and other southern j 
stab s. 
The annual consumption of crossties 
on the Pennsylvania railroad east of 
Pittsburg and Erie for repairs only 1» 
estimated by Mr. Richards to be 3,000,- 
000. 
About 500,000 additional are re­ 
quired annually for new work. 
It is 
evident, therefore, he asserts, that all 
railroads m ust prepare for tin» future, 
for the supply " ill be exhausted soon. 
Especially 1» this true of white oak 
and yellow pine. 
The Pennsylvania 
road has experimented with the yellow 
locust trees, and its plantings have nil 
been of that kind. 
Ties made of this 
material are more durable and lasting.

The P en nsylvania Railroad has un­ 
dertaken the task of cultivating tim ­ 
ber to furnish its crossties and will 
plant Si NI,im hi trees this year, sa y s the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. T he task 
of setting out 280,530 seedling trees 
w as finished recently. 
T h e m anage­ 
m ent of the com pany w a s prom pted to 
raise trees by a realization of the ap­ 
proaching scarcity of timber. It Is the 
first railroad in the U nited S tates to 
provide for future ties. 
A cting under recom m endations of a 
special com m ittee of officers of the 
transportation department, a corps of 
men is preparing to plaut 200,000 trees 
In the spring and (500,000 next fall. I 
Tiffs will re* pi Ire 2,000 acres of land, 
w hich has already been selected along ' 
the principal divisions o f the system . | 
It Is estim ated that it will 
require j 
thirty years for the trees to attain 
their full grow th and that to supply ! 
the road's dem and it will be necessary 
to plant 30,000,000 trees. 
The m agnitude of this undertaking : 
w as revealed in an address by J. T. 
Richards, chief engineer o f malnte- ; 
nance of w a y of the P en nsylvania rail- 1 
road, 
before the Am erican 
Forestry 
A ssociation of the U nited States and j 
Ute forestry congress, recently In ses­ 
sion at W ashington. Mr. Richards said 
that his com pany had undertaken the j 
task after mature deliberation, 
m anagem ent does not contem plate sup­ 
plying all of Its needs, but hopes to en­ 
courage others to en gage in the busi­ 
ness. 
Mr. Richards said that the number 
of crossties in use on all railroads In 
the United States Is estim ated to be 
about 920,OOO,WKL 
The num ber used 
annually for extensions nnd repairs Is 
estim ated to bo from 1*0,000,000 to 110,- 
000,000, requiring annually the entire 
product of 200,000 acres or woodland. 
Each year the supply of tim ber is far­ 
ther from the base of transportation, 
m any of the former sources of supply 
having been exhausted. 
T he P ennsyl­ 
vania railroad is now com pelled to get 
its supply from Inland Virginia, W est 
Virginia, K entucky and other southern 
states. 
The annual consumption of crossties 
on the Pennsylvania railroad east of 
Pittsburg and Erie for repairs only Is 
estim ated by Mr. Richards to be 3,000,- 
000. 
About 590,000 additional are re­ 
quired annually for new work. 
It is 
evident, therefore, lie asserts, that ail 
railroads m ust prepare for the future, 
for the supply will be exhausted soon. 
Especially is this true of w hite oak 
and y e llo w pine. 
The P ennsylvania 
road has experimented w ith the yellow 
locust trees, and its plantings have all 
been of that kind. 
Ties m ade of this 
material are more durable and lasting. 
Chief Engineer I ichards said that 
the trees planted have been seedlings 
tw o o r three years old and cost, includ­ 
ing labor, about 8 cents each. 
They 
were planted ten feet apart, averag­ 
ing about 400 to the acre, although 54,- 
871 tret's planted recently w ere placed 
six feet apart and 88.127 were set eight 
feet apart. 
The total num ber planted 
by the railroad com pany In P en n sylva­ 
nia is a s follows: N ew ton H am ilton, 
13,010; Conewngo, 08,400; Pomeroy, 20,- 
28^; w est of Atglen, 
10,537; Atglen, 
8,108; Juniata 
Bridge, 20,730; 
N e w ­ 
port, 29,505; Vintage, 50,300, and along 
tin* Atglen and Susquehanna branch, 
58,000, a total of 280,530 trees. 
T he land, except a tract of fourteen 
acres at Newton H am ilton, is owned 
by tile railroad. 
To supply the increas­ 
ing needs of Pennsylvania alone Mr. 
Richards estim ates that it w ill he nec­ 
essary to plant 1,300,000 trees each 
year for a period of thirty years, the 
tim e reeluired for a tree to mature. 
If 
planted ten feet apart, or 400 to the 
acre, it will entail the continuous use 
of 97,500 acres, or 152 square miles, of 
land.

The metal used for a bell is three 
parts of copper and one of tin, and this 
composition is alm ost as old as the 
known history of mankind, for it w as 
I discovered by bayard iii the bolls of 
old Nineveh. 
The tin hardens th** m et­ 
al. hut too much m akes it brittle, nnd 
a hell is a dainty ami delicate creature 
and above all tilings m ust not be driv­ 
en I** cracking. 
Som etim es an enthu­ 
siastic 
ringer 
will 
bump 
the 
hell 
against the wooden stay above and 
crack if. Som etim es the long falling of 
the clapper on a particular spot will 
m ake a crack, and the bell should he 
turned every generation or so to make 
the clapper fall on a new place. (Mock 
ham m ers are the bell's great enemy, 
for they strike It sid ew a y s and not In 
the direction of its sw ing, and besides 
they som etim es catch it as it sw eeps 
past. A ringer who to save his m uscles 
rings by a rope attached to the clapper 
will destroy the hell in next to no 
time. 
Silver has now and then been tried 
for hells, but, strange to say, is alm ost 
as unm usical as lead. 
In the middle 
ages, w hen a great bell w as to be cast 


I crow ds of the faithful 
would som e­ 
tim es m ake sacrifice of their gold aud 
silver ornam ents and plate by casting 
them Into the m elting pot, hut the only 
, effect w as to depreciate the tone. 
In 
China 
and other eastern lands 
; bells are rung to frighten aw ay devils, 
and som e of the biggest hells in the 
I world are in Buddhist temples. 
But 
I even In Christian England it w as long 
! believed 
that 
bells 
would 
dissipate 
I storms, and when they w ere cast there 


I w as a solemn ceremony, at which they 
! received names. This w as called by the 
com m on people the “baptism ’’ of the 
bell. 
T he bishop began the ceremony by 
solem nly w ashing the bell with water 
into which salt had been cast; then ho 
anointed it with holy and chrism oil 


I in the form of a cross, formally cense 
1 
crating and dedicating the bell to the 
divine service'. 
Candles were burned, 
and tin* bell w as solem nly incensed. 
Many old bells had quaint and curi­ 
ous inscriptions. 
A bell at Sherborne, 
In 
Dorsetshire, dated 
1952, w as evi 
dently intended chiefly as a warning 
in case of tire, for it w a s inscribed: 
I,or<l, quench this furious flame. 
Arise, run, help put out the same. 


T he greatest bell in the world is that 
at Moscow, w eighing 190 tons. 
But ap­ 
parently there w a s som e accident at its 
birth, for it is cracked, and there is 
no record of it ever having been rung. 
In England the greatest bells are Great 
Paul of London, m ade In ISSI, and 
w eigh in g nearly seventeen tons; Big 
Ben of W estminster, 1858, thirteen and 
one-half tons, nnd Peter of York. 1845. 
ten and three-quarters tons. 
Big Ben 
and Great Peter w ere both cast by the 
W hitechapel foundry. Great Peter cost 
about £2,000 and is over eight 
feet 
across. 
It was cast at W hitechapel aud 
allow ed tw elve d ays to cool. 
Even its 
clapper 
w eighs 
a 
Imnderweight. 
It 
took sixteen men to toll it. 
Now it is 
little used, but a lw a y s rings the old 
year out on the night of Dec. 31. 
It 
is also som etim es used as a 
minute 
bell at deaths and funerals. 
One curious thing about death bells 
is that in them probably originates the 
foolish saying that “Nine tailors m ake 
a man." 
In m any parts of the coun­ 
try the death bell rings three tim es for 
a child, six for a w om an and nine for 
man. 
It is suggested that the true 
reading of Hie proverb is that “Nine 
‘tellers’ m ake a man." 
Form erly the “passing hell" w as rung 
not after but before the departure of 
a d ying person, w hich m ust have been 
very disconcerting to the invalid. 
The 
idea w as that the soul got lip out of 
the body and w alked aw ay, although 
invisible. 
So the bell w a s 
rung to 
w arn the invisible world, tile door and 
w in d o w of the sickroom w ere opened 
to give the soul 
11 free choice of e x ­ 
its and all looking glasses w ere care­ 
fully draped over. 
For although you 
could 
not 
see 
the 
soul, 
you 
m ight 
catch a glim pse of it in the glass, a v itll 
dire results to yourself unless the mir­ 
rors were carefully covered.—London 
New s.

The tin hardens the m et­ 
al, but too m uch m akes it brittle, and 
a bell is a dainty and delicate creature 
and above all things m ust not be driv­ 
en to cracking.

j crack it. Sometimes tin* long falling of 
¡ the clapper on a particular spot will 
| m ake a crack, and the bell should be 
turned every generation or so to make 
the clapper fall on a new place. Clock 
ham m ers are the bell's great enemy, 
for they strike It sidew ays and not in 
the direction of Its swing, and besides 
they sometimes catch it as it sweeps 
past. A ringer who to save his muscles 
rings by a rope attached to the clapper 
will destroy the bell in next to no 
time. 
Silver has now and then been tried 
for bells, but, strange to say, is almost 
as unm usical as lead. 
In the middle 
ages, w hen a great bell w as to be cast 
crow ds of the faithful would some­ 
tim es m ake sacrifice of their gold and 
silver ornam ents and plate by casting 
them into the melting pot, but the only 
effect w as to depreciate the tone. 
In China and other eastern lands 
bolls are rung to frighten aw ay devils, 
and some of the biggest bells in the 
world are in Buddhist temples.

The P ennsylvania Railroad has un­ 
dertaken the task of cultivating tim ­ 
ber to furnish its crossties and will j 
plant 800,000 trees this year, says the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. The task 
of setting out 280,5150 seedling trees 
w as finished recently. 
T he m anage­ 
m ent of th e com pany w as prom pted to 
raise trees by a realization of the ap- j 
proachlng scarcity of timber. It is the 
first railroad in the U nited States to 
provide for future ties. 
A cting und er recom m endations of a 
special com m ittee of officers of the 
tran spo rtatio n departm ent, a corps of 
men is preparing to plant 200,000 trees 
In the spring and 000,000 next fall, i 
This will require 2,000 acres of land, 
which lias already been selected along j 
the principal divisions of the system. | 
It is estim ated th a t it will require | 
thirty years for the trees to attain 
their full grow th and th a t to supply | 
the road’s dem and it will be necessary j 
to plan t 30,000,000 trees.

product of 200,000 acres or woodland. 
Each year the supply of tim ber is fa r­ 
ther from the base of transportation, 
m any of the former sources of supply 
having been exhausted. 
The Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad is now compelled to get 
its supply from inland Virginia, W est 
Virginia, K entucky and other southern 
states. 
The annual consum ption of crossties 
on the Pennsylvania railroad east of 
Pittsburg and Erie for repairs only is 
estim ated by Mr. R ichards to be 3,000,- 
00b. 
About 500,000 additional are re­ 
quired annually for new work. 
It is 
evident, therefore, he asserts, th a t all 
railroads m ust prepare for the future, 
for the supply will bo exhausted soon. 
Especially is this true of w hite oak 
and yelloxv pine. 
The Pennsylvania 
road has experimented w ith the yellow 
locust trees, and its plantings have all 
been of th a t kind. 
Ties m ade of this 
m aterial are more durable and lasting. 
Chief Engineer R ichards said th a t 
the trees planted have been seedlings 
two or three years old and cost, includ­ 
ing labor, about 8 cents each. 
They 
were planted ten feet apart, averag­ 
ing about 400 to the acre, although 54,- 
871 trees planted recently were placed 
six feet a p a rt and 88,127 were set eight 
feet apart. 
The total num ber planted 
by the railroad com pany in Pennsylva­ 
nia is as follows: Newton Hamilton, 
13,010; Conewago, 08,400; Pomeroy, 20,- 
280; w est of Atglen, 10,537; Atglen, 
8,108; Ju n ia ta 
Bridge, 20,730; 
N ew ­ 
port, 20,505; Vintage, 50,300, and along 
the Atglen and Susquehanna branch, 
53,000, a total of 280,530 trees. 
The land, except a tract of fourteen 
acres a t Newton Ham ilton, is owned 
by the railroad. To supply the increas­ 
ing needs of Pennsylvania alone Mr. 
Richards estim ates th a t it will be nec­ 
essary to plant 1,300,000 trees each 
year for a period of thirty years, the 
tim e required for a tree to m ature. 
If 
planted ten feet apart, or 400 to the 
acre, it will entail the continuous use 
of 97,500 acres, or 152 square miles, of 
land.

into which salt liad been cast; then he 
anointed it with holy and chrism oil 
I in the form of a cross, formally conse­ 
crating and dedicating the bell to the 
divine service. 
C andles were burned, 
and the bell w as solemnly Incensed. 
Many old hells had q u ain t and cu ri­ 
ous inscriptions. 
A bell at Sherborne, 
In Dorsetshire, dated 1G52, was evi­ 
dently intended cliictly as a w arning 
in ease of fire, for it w as inscribed: 


Lord, quench this furious flame. 
Arise, run, help put out the same. 
The greatest bell in the world is th a t 
at Moscow, weighing 190 tons. 
But a p ­ 
parently there w as some accident at its 
birth, for it is cracked, and there is 
no record of it ever having been rung. 
In E ngland the greatest bells are Great 
Paul of London, m ade in 1881, and 
w eighing nearly seventeen tons; Big 
Ben of W estminster, 1858, thirteen and 
one-half tons, and Peter of York, 1845. 
ten and three-quarters tons. 
Rig Ben 
and G reat Peter w ere both cast by the 
W hitechapel foundry. G reat P eter cost 
about £2,000 and is over eight feet 
across. 
It was oast at W hitechapel and 
allowed twelve d ay s to cool. 
Even its 
clapper 
weighs a liunderweiglit. 
It 
took sixteen men to toll it. 
Now it is 
little used, but alw ays rings the old 
year out on the night of Dec. 31. 
It 
is also sometimes used as a minute 
bell a t deaths and funerals. 
One curious thing about death bells 
is th a t in them probably originates the 
foolish saying th a t “Nine tailors m ake 
a m an.” 
In m any parts of the coun­ 
try the death hell rings three times for 
a child, six for a w om an and nine for 
a man. 
It is suggested th at the true 
reading of the proverb is th a t “Nine 
‘tellers’ m ake a m an.” 
Form erly the “passing hell” w as rung 
not afte r but before th e d eparture of 
a dying person, which m ust have been 
very disconcerting to the invalid. 
The 
idea w as that the soul got lip out of 
th e body and w alked away, although 
invisible. 
So the bell w as rung to 
w arn the invisible world, the door and 
w indow of the sickroom were opened 
to give the soul a free choice of ex­ 
its and all looking glasses w ere care­ 
fully draped over. 
For although you 
could 
not see the soul, you 
m ight 
catch a glimpse of it in the glass, w ith 
dire results to yourself unless the m ir­ 
rors were carefully covered.—London 
News.

W hen a tiny lizard has to scam per 
for his life in search of a crack in th e 
rock he often has "so close a call” th a t 
his pursuer sn ap s off his tall just as 
be w isks into safety. 
A h»s* like this 
w ould kill m ost larger anim als, b u t 
not the little lizard. 
He simply w aits 
round quietly until a new tail grow s 
and then Is as well off as before, e x ­ 
cept tbnt the new tail has a flexible rod 
of cartilag e w here the old one had a 
backbone. 
If an earthw orm happens to be re­ 
tirin g to hfs hole w hen fi robin is out 
looking for b re a k fa st there Is apt to 
be a lively tu g of w a r betw een the 
eat«*r niul the b reak fast.

The issuing of a pass or tho 
soliciting of the same is m ade punish­ 
able by a fine of not less than $50 and 
im prisonm ent. 
W h e re the standard rate is now 3 
cents a m ile 
on any railroad 
in the 
state, M r. W a re would m ake the maxi­ 
mum figure 244 cents and compel the 
issue and sale of interchangeable m ile­ 
age books of not less than 500 m iles 
at 2 cents per mile. 
F o r a violation of any of those speci­ 
fications, a fine of not less than $50, 
w ith added im prisonm ent, is provided. 
A b ill by W . A. Nolan. G rand M ead­

B ill in the Senate Relating to Convic­ 
tions for Murder. 


T h e senate 
held a brief 
session. 
N in e bills w ere introduced. 
Senator 
Peterson brought in another anti pass 
m easure. 
The bill prohibits any per­ 
son from soliciting a railroad company 
fo r a gratuity of any kind in the way 
of free transportation, and is sim ilar 
to the one introduced in the house. 
Tinder a bill subm itted by Senator 
A lle y a ju ry having arrive d at a ve r­ 
dict of guilty for the crim e of m urder 
In the first degree m ay fix the penalty 
at death. 
In the event that no such 
penalty is fixed then the punishm ent 
is im prisonm ent for life. 
The penalty 
for m urder in the 
second degree is 
punishm ent in the sta te’s prison for 
from thirty to fifty years. 
Senator B ro w er 
introduced 
a hill 
providing for the state census. 
The 
w ork of taking the census is to begin 
Ju n e I of this year and end Ju ly I, and 
be under direction of the secretary of 
state, who is the 
superintendent of 
census. 
Senator Stephens introduced a bill 
w hich provides 
for the establishm ent 
of a state drainage com mission. 
The 
com m ission is to he composed of the 
governor, auditor 
and 
secretary of 
state. 
The sum of 
$75,000 is appro­ 
priated for 1905, and the same amount 
for 1906. 
Senator R ie ck e’s b ill amends section 
3965 
of tho 
G eneral 
Statutes, 
and 
fixes the m inim um rate to he paid for 
state school lands at $10 per acre. 
In 
the case of pine lands, the amount of 
pine w ill he estim ated, appraised and 
sold separately. 
A resolution bv Sen ato r Fitzpatrick, 
to give house file No. 52 its first, sec­ 
ond and third readings, and place it on 
its final passage, carried.

H o w m any weak and tim id creatures 
there are in the world, w ith neither 
teeth and claw s for their protection, 
arm or for their defense nor speed w ith 
w hich to escape their enemies! 
One 
can hardly understand w hy they have 
not all been killed and eaten tip long 
ago. 
N atu re Is. however, kinder to 
these poor anim als than sin1 seems, for 
if site has left them defenseless against 
attack she has given them a m arvel­ 
ous pow er of recovery from injuries. 
W hen a tiny lizard lins to scamper 
for his life In search of a crack In the 
rock he often lins “ so close ti call’’ that 
his pursuer snaps off his tail Just as 
he w isks into safety. 
A loss like this 
would k ill most larger anim als, blit 
not the little lizard. 
H e sim ply w aits 
round quietly until a new tail grows 
and then Is as w ell off as before, ex­ 
cept th at the new tail has a flexible rod 
of cartilag e where the obi one had a 
backbone. 
If an earthworm happens to be re­ 
tiring to his hole when a robin is out 
looking for breakfast there is apt to 
be a lively tug of w a r between the 
eater and tile breakfast. 
Not in fre­ 
quently the bird gets the tail end of 
the worm , w h ile the other h a lf craw ls 
a w a y into safety. 
Not even a lizard 
could su rvive such treatm ent tis this, 
but the earthw orm Is In ab ility to re­ 
cover from injuries alm ost as much 
superior to the lizard as the lizard is to 
us. 
Ile grows a new h a lf body to re­ 
place the one w hich has been devoured 
and seems to mind his loss no more 
than a boy minds having his balr cut. 
There 
are besides 
some snail-like 
w a te r worm s w hich quite undo the 
earthw orm In bearing up against m is­ 
fortune. If one of these chances to lose 
his entire head, in a week or so, some­ 
tim es iii only four or five days, lie 
grows a new one, brain, eyes and all. 
and is as w ell off as ever. E v e n lf a 
hungry fish gets tw o bites at him, so 
th at lie loses both bead and tail, the 
w arm can patch him self out w ith new 
m embers and go about bis business /is 
before. 
They have even been known 
to get divided into tw o pieces about 
equal in size and each piece grow a 
new h alf body, so that there were tw o 
entire worm s in place of one. 
A fte r this it w ill easily be guessed 
th a t if Hie head end of the worm ball­ 
pens to be split h a lfw a y down he w ill 
grow tw o new sides and become Y 
shaped w ith tw o heads, or if the tail 
end is split new sides grow and a two 
tailed worm Is made. 
Som etim es one 
or tw o new heads develop close behind 
the old one in the angle of the Y. In ­ 
deed the little creature seems to have 
a sort of m ania for m aking new heads 
and tails w herever lie finds a chance. 
If, therefore, tile worm afte r receiving 
several wounds manages 
to 
escape 
w ith his life, from the cuts w hich hap­ 
pen to open fo rw ard little heads grow 
out and from those opening backw ard 
little tails, no doubt greatly to Ids em ­ 
barrassm ent. 
B u t w h a t of the cut off heads and 
ta ils ? 
D o they m ake new bodies and 
become whole anim als ag ain ? Not usu­ 
ally. 
The severed head seems to be­ 
come confused, so Hint it does not 
kn o w w h at to do. I f it lives, it is most 
apt to produce another head like itself 
and change into tw o heads placed neck 
to neck so that they look in opposite 
directions. 
So, too, the severed tail, 
eq ually foolish, doubles itself and be­ 
comes tw o useless tails grow ing end to 
end. 
B u t isn’t this really quite impossi­ 
b le? A head or a ta il or even a h alf 
body cannot get food. I f it cannot eat, 
it cannot grow, and th a t is all there is 
about it. 
W ell, it is true that a fra g ­ 
m ent cannot eat. B u t still it can make 
the new part out of Its ow n tissue. So 
the anim al keeps getting sm aller as It 
becomes more nearly complete until 
w hen the new part Is finished 
the 
w hole body m ay be no more than the 
tenth part of its proper size. T ile re­ 
constructed anim als are therefore forc­ 
ed to begin life over again like young 
worm s. 
In time, however, they grow 
up to full size. W h e n a head end makes 
a new head instead of a tail or a tail 
m akes a new tail instead of a head the 
little creatures m ust necessarily w aste 
a w a y and die.—St. Nicholas.

father’s home at Weston last March. 
Death by electric chair in the state 
prison at Cambridge is the penalty. 
Tucker collapsed completely when the 
foreman read the verdict and he was 
led from the courtroom across the 
street to the jail In an exhausted con­ 
dition. 
Mrs. Albert L. Tucker, the mother of 
the prisoner, was spared the anguish 
of listening to her son’s fate from the 
lips ot Foreman Knight. At the sug­ 
gestion of one of the counsellors for 
the defense, she left the courtroom be­ 
fore the jury returned for the last 
time. 1 ,earning the news she was 
overcome. 
James S. Vasey, leading counsel for 
the defendant, was greatly affected 
and when he left the courtroom he 
met Attorney General Herbert L. 
Parker In the corridor. Mr. Parker 
threw his firms around Mr. Vasey’s 
neck and both men wept on each oth­ 
er’s shoulders, the attorney general 
expressing in broken words his sym­ 
pathy for his brother attorney, Philip 
Mansfield, one of the associate coun­ 
sel for the youthful prisoner, became 
hysterical and fell into the arms of a 
reporter. 
The counsel for the defense is al­ 
lowed seven days to perfect their ap­ 
plication for appeal, and sentence will 
not be passed until their exceptions 
have been passed upon by the court. 
Before the case was presented to 
the jury Tuesday Tucker availed him­ 
self of the opportunity to address the 
jurors, declaring his innocence, saying 
he was at home when Miss Page met 
her death.

Imperial Decree Clothes New Official 
With Power. 
St. Petersburg, Jan. 25.—The ap­ 
pointment of General Trepoff, the 
former chief of police of Moscow, to 
the governor generalship of St. Pe- 
tersburg was accompanied by an im­ 
perial decree announcing the creation 
of the post of governor general. The 
incumbent of this office, the decree

St. Paul, Jan. 25.—The elimination 
of the pass evil, as far as it concerns 
state officers and employes, the reduc­ 
tion of the standard rate of 2% cents 
per mile and the compulsory sale of 
interchangeable mileage books, are 
the reforms wanted by Representative 
A. K. Ware of Northfleld, and contain­ 
ed in a hill Introduced in the house 
Tuesday. 
Mr. Ware would stop the pass evil, 
by confining the issuance of the same 
entirely to railroad employes and 
making It incumbent upon the state 
to provide its employes with transpor­ 
tation when such is necessary. 
For the purpose of supplying trans­ 
portation, a commission is formed, to 
he composed of the state auditor and 
treasurer and on it all demands must 
be made. The issuing of a pass or the 
soliciting of the same is made punish­ 
able by a fine of not less than $50 and 
imprisonment. 
Where the standard rate is now 3 
cents a mile on any railroad in the 
state, Mr. Ware would make the maxi­ 
mum figure 2% cents and compel the 
Issue and sale of interchangeable mile­ 
age hooks of not less than 500 miles 
at 2 cents per mile. 
For a violation of any of those speci­ 
fications, a fine of not less than $50, 
with added imprisonment, is provided. 
A bill by W. A. Nolan. Grand Mead­ 
ow, is directed to end the car famine 
evil, of frequent occurrence at the 
large shipping centers. 


To Expedite Movement of Cars. 
To expedite the movement of cars, 
Mr. Nolan provides that when a ship­ 
per places an order for cars, if the 
place is a terminal point, they shall he 
forthcoming in not less than forty- 
eight hours and, if not a terminal 
point, in seventy-two hours. For every 
twenty-four hours’ delay over his pe­ 
riod. the company must suffer a pen­ 
alty of $1, to be paid to the shipper. 
The railroad and warehouse commis­ 
sion is authorized to suspend the 
operations of the act when deemed 
necessary, hut not for a period greater 
than sixty days in any one year. 
A third railroad bill was introduced 
by P. A. Gandrud of Sunberg, and 
would prohibit engineers of any em­ 
ploye in charge or control of a passen­ 
ger train from working more than 
twelve hours continuously. 
The session of the house was pre­ 
sided over by N. F. Hugo. Speaker 
Clagne opened, but later called the St. 
Louis county member to the chair. 
P. E. Dowling, Eveleth, asked for 
the passage of his resolution empower­ 
ing the committee on public accounts 
to employ the necessary accountants 
and help in carrying out the duties 
delegated by the house rules. Mr. 
Dowling insisted that there was noth 
lng partisan in the investigation and, 
on his acceptance of an amendment 
confining the committee’s authority to 
one accountant at a per diem of $10, 
the resolution was allowed to pass.

Bill in the Senate Relating to Convic­ 
tions for Murder. 
The senate held a brief session. 
Nine hills were introduced. Senator 
Peterson brought in another anti-pass 
measure. The bill prohibits any per­ 
son from soliciting a railroad company 
for a gratuity of any kind in the way 
of free transportation, and is similar 
to the one introduced in the house. 
Under a hill submitted by Senator 
Alley a jury having arrived at a ver­ 
dict of guilty for the crime of murder 
in the first degree may fix the penalty 
at death. In the event that no such 
penalty is fixed then the punishment 
is imprisonment for life. The penalty 
for murder in the second degree is 
punishment in the state’s prison for 
from thirty to fifty years 
Senator Brower introduced a bill 
providing for the state census. The 
work of taking the census is to begin 
June 1 of this year and end July 1, and 
be under direction of the secretary of 
state, who is the superintendent of 
census. 
Senator Stephens introduced a bill 
which provides for the establishment 
of a state drainage commission. The 
commission is to he composed of the 
governor, auditor and secretary of 
state. The sum of $75,000 is appro­ 
priated for 1905, and the same amount 
for 1900. 
Senator Riecke’s bill amends section 
3905 of the General Statutes, and 
fixes the minimum rate to be paid for 
state school lands at $10 per a r,re. In 
the case of pine lands, the amount of 
pine will ho estimated, appraised and 
sold separately. 
A resolution by Senator Fitzpatrick, 
to give house file No. 52 its first, sec­ 
ond and third readings, and place it on 
its final passage, carried. The bill per­ 
mits Degree of Honor of the A. O. D, 
W., being the ladies’ auxiliary, to in­ 
corporate. 
The senate state’s prison committee 
paid an official visit to the penitentiary 
Tuesday.

A n i m a l I n j u r i o » . 
IIow many weak and timid creatures 
there are In the world, with neither 
teeth and claws for their protection, 
armor for their defense nor speed with 
which to escape their enemies! One 
can hardly understand why they have 
not all been killed and eaten up long 
ago. 
Nature is. however, kinder to 
these poor animals than she seems, for 
if siie has left them defenseless against 
attack she lias given them a marvel­ 
ous power of recovery from injuries. 
When a tiny lizard has to scamper 
for ids life in search of a crack in the 
rock lie often has ‘‘so close a call” that 
his pursuer snaps otT his tail just as 
he wisks into safety. A loss like this 
would kill most larger animals, but 
not the little lizard. He simply waits 
round quietly until a new tail grows 
and then is as well off as before, ex­ 
cept that the new tail lias a flexible rod 
of cartilage where the old one had a 
backbone. 
If an earthworm happens to be re­ 
tiring to hfs hole when a robin is out 
looking for breakfast there is apt to 
be a lively tug of war between the 
eater and the breakfast. Not infre­ 
quently the bird gets the tail end of 
the worm, while the other half crawls 
away into safety. Not even a lizard 
could survive such treatment as this, 
but the earthworm is in ability to re­ 
cover from injuries almost as much 
superior to the lizard as the lizard is to 
us. lie grows a new half body to re­ 
place the one which has been devoured 
and seems to mind his loss no more 
than a boy minds having bis luilr cut. 
There are besides some snail-like 
water worms which quite undo the 
earthworm In bearing up against mis­ 
fortune. If one of these chances to lose 
his entire head, in a week or so, some­ 
times in only four or five days, he 
grows a new one, brain, eyes and all. 
and Is as well off as ever. Even if a 
hungry fish gets two bites at him, so 
that lie loses both bead and tail, the 
warm can patch himself out with new 
members and go about his business as 
before. They have even been known 
to get divided into two pieces about 
equal in size and each piece grow a 
new half body, so that there were two 
entire worms in place of one. 
After this it will easily be guessed 
that if the head end of the worm hap­ 
pens to be split halfway down he will 
grow two new sides and become Y 
shaped with two heads, or If the tail 
end is split new sides grow and a two 
tailed worm Is made. Sometimes one 
or two new heads develop close behind 
the old one in the angle of the Y. In­ 
deed the little creature seems to have 
a sort of mania for making new heads 
and tails wherever lie finds a chance. 
If, therefore, the worm after receiving 
several wounds manages to escape 
with his life, from the cuts which hap­ 
pen to open forward little heads grow 
out and from those opening backward 
little tails, no doubt greatly to bis em­ 
barrassment. 
But what of the cut off heads and 
tails? Do they make new bodies and 
become whole animals again? Not usu­ 
ally. The severed head seems to be­ 
come confused, so that it does not 
know what to do. If it lives, it is most 
apt to produce another head like itself 
and change into two heads placed neck 
to neck so that they look in opposite 
directions. So, too, the severed tail, 
equally foolish, doubles itself and be­ 
comes two useless tails growing end to 
end.But isn’t this really quite impossi­ 
ble? A head or a tail or even a half 
body cannot get food. If it cannot eat, 
it cannot grow, and that is all there is 
about it. Well, it is true that a frag­ 
ment cannot eat. But still it can make 
the new part out of Its own tissue. So 
the animal keeps getting smaller as it 
becomes more nearly complete until 
when the new part is finished t+re 
whole body may be no more than the 
tenth part of its proper size. The re­ 
constructed animals are therefore forc­ 
ed to begin life over again like young 
worms. In time, however, they grow 
up to full size. When a head end makes 
a new head instead of a tail or a tail 
makes a new tail instead of a head the 
little creatures must necessarily waste 
away and die.—St. Nicholas.

S o m e A n i m a l O d d i t t e a . 
In fishes and tadpoles there is a pe­ 
culiar lateral line running down each 
side of the body, which probably acts 
as a kind of ear. sensitive to move­ 
ments of the water and warning them 
of enemies at hand. 
Many deep sea fishes have phosphor­ 
escent organs on their flanks, which 
emit a dim, blue light and resemble 
eyes in structure. Some creatures that 
have no proper head possess eyes. Thus 
the starfish has a somewhat complicat­ 
ed eye at the end of each of its five 
arms, which nppenrs as a bright red 
or orange spot. 
Insects of the grasshopper tribe, 
which make musical sounds, are pro­ 
vided with ears in their legs or on the 
sides of their bodies. The curious lit­ 
tle possum shrimp, which swims in 
large shoals, has a pair of ears in its 
tail. In their early stages our May 
flies have organs of hearing on either 
side of the abdomen.
